•The  treasurer  of  th®  state,  noon  the 
order  of  the  state  raperin Undent  of  edu¬ 
cation,  is  hereby  authorised  aud  direct¬ 
ed  to  pay  over  the  wm  cf  twenty  dollars 
out  of  any  mossy  tBai  may  be  in  tbe 
public  treasury,  to  every  public  school 
for  wbieb  there  shall  have  been 
by  aobeoriytlM  or  entertainment  a  UM 
earn  (hr  the  asms  purpose,  to  establish 
in  such  school  a  school  library,  and  to 
proenre  philosophical  sod  chemical  ap¬ 
paratus  ;  and  tbe  further  sugi  of  ten 
dollars  annually,  apon  e  like  meter,  to 
the  mid  public  school,  upon  condition 
that  there  shall  have  bean  by  subscrip¬ 
tion  or  eotertaiomeDt  a  like  sum  for  such 
year,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid.”
